Admin istratio n o fficials talked o f dep lo y men ts made b y the 
p o werfu l U.S. 6 th Meet, which they said was cap ab le o f takin g 
fo rcefu l actio n if Presiden t Nix o n sho u ld decide the situ atio n w ar­ 
ran ted. All o f these so u rces emp hasized, ho wev er, that no actu al 
decisio n to in terv en e had b een taken .

Th e Diana Ough ton wh o re ­ 
turned from Guatem ala in th e 
fall of 1965 was not th e sam e 
y oung woman wh o h ad g ra dua t­ 
ed from Bry n Mawr two y ears 
earlier. 
Her family was both ered by 
h er seriousness and a new a ir of 
melanch oly present in every ­ 
th ing sh e did. Sh e seem ed to 
h ave lost some of h er sense of 
h um or and h er taste for clown­ 
ing around. 
After living in a single room 
with a dirt floor and no plum b­ 
ing or electricity for two y ears, 
Diana found it h ard to adjust to 
th e luxury of th e Dwigh t estate. 
Her fam ily ’s way of life m ade 
h er uneasy . Sh e preferred to 
wash dish es h erself instead of 
using th e dish w a sh e r. 
Sh e 
would rum m age th rough th e a t­ 
tic and pull out an old sw eater 
or a wool skirt instead of buy ing 
new ones. 
Her college Germ an profes­ 
sor, wh om sh e visited upon h er 
return, found h er deeply dis­ 
tressed at th e poverty sh e h ad 
seen in Guatem ala. Oth ers said 
sh e h ad become disillusioned 
with 
h er 
country ’s 
role 
in 
G ua te m a la a nd inc re a sing ly 
critical of its policies elsewh ere, 
particularly in Vietnam. 
Diana moved into th e boh e­ 
mian Powelton quarter of P h il­ 
adelph ia wh en 
sh e 
returned 
from G uatem ala and deliber­ 
ately lived an ascetic life. Her 
apartm ent contained a bed and 
a table and noth ing else. Her 
cupboards w ere generally e m p ­ 
ty except for a stock of caviar, 
smoke oy sters and oth er gour­ 
m et food sent by h er moth er. 
Sh e took a job teach ing in a 
federally financed adult liter­ 
acy program but soon becam e 
disillusioned 
with 
th e 
oth er 
teach ers. Sh e said th ey were 
tired professionals wh o h ad lit­ 
tle interest in th eir pupils and 
were ‘‘just try ing to pick up an 
extra 100 bucks a w eek.” 
Leaves for Ann Arbor 
In th e spring of 1966, Diana 
left Ph iladelph ia for Ann Arbor 
to enroll in th e University of 
Mich igan G raduate Sch ool of 
Education to get h er m a s te r’s 
degree in teach ing. Sh e was 
adam ant about being on h er 
own and at tim es tried to con­ 
ceal h er fam ily 's wealth Wh en 
asked wh at h er fath er did, sh e 
often said, “ Oh , h e ’s a fa rm e r,” 
and quickly ch anged th e sub­ 
ject. 
In Ann Arbor, sh e again lived 
frugally , ate little, and refused 
to let h er fath er give h er money . 
“ I don’t want y ou to give m e 
an allow ance,” sh e said in a let­ 
ter in March 1967. “ It is im por­ 
tant to m e to be on my own and 
to feel I can support my self and 
h ave responsibility for my own 
life . . . I th ink by age 25,1 h ave 
th e righ t to live th e way I want 
with out feeling guilty th at my 
way of life upsets y ou.” 
A variety of influences play ed 
on Diana in Ann Arbor. It was a 


time wh en opposition to th e 
Vietnam 
War 
was 
growing, 
wh en m any y oung people began 
to feel despondent about th e 
failure of m ass peaceful dem on­ 
strations to ch ange American 
policy . At h ome, th ere was a 
feeling th at Bob D y lan’s proph ­ 
ecy of “ A Hard R ain’s Gonna 
F all” was coming true; begin­ 
ning in 1964 th ere were riots in 
th e urban gh ettos, senseless, 
freak violence like th e m urder 
of eigh t nurses in Ch icago and 
th e m assacre of 14 persons by a 
deranged gunm an from a tower 
at th e University of Texas. A 
darker vision of America was 
emerging in th e minds of m any 
y oung people, but most still be­ 
lieved th e way to combat war 
and violence was th rough non­ 
violence and reform. 
After sh e arrived at th e Uni­ 
versity of Mich igan in 1966, 
Diana 
joined 
th e 
Ch ildren’s 
Community Sch ool, a project 
based on th e Summerh ill m eth ­ 
od of education and founded by 
a group of students th e y ear be­ 
fore. It was th ere th at Diana 
met Bill Ay ers, th e son of th e 
c h a irm a n of C om m onw ealth 
Edison Co. of Ch icago and one 
of th e W eath ermen later indict­ 
ed on bomb conspiracy ch arges. 
Ay ers probably exercised th e 
single most-powerful influence 
over Diana until h er death . 
Goal Is Integration 
Th e sch ool, a kindergarten in 
th e basem ent of th e American 
Friends Committee Building, 
was based on th e prem ise th at 
someth ing h ad gone wrong with 
A m erica’s sch ools. 
Its goals 
were to create an integrated 
student body wh ere black and 
wh ite ch ildren would be treated 
a like, and an uns truc ture d 
classroom wh ere th e ch ildren 
would ch oose wh at th ey wanted 
to learn. Th ere were no classes 
or grades and th e kids were al­ 
lowed to come and go as th ey 
pleased. Th ey wandered from 
room to room, free to ch oose 
from am ong sand tables, clay , 
blocks and books. A ch ild was 
taugh t to read or write only if h e 
expressed a desire to learn. 
Diana was loved by th e ch il­ 
dren and, as sh e h ad in G uate­ 
m ala, plunged h erself totally in­ 
to th e effort to m ake th e sch ool 
a success. Sh e wrote promotion­ 
al broch ures and designed a 
button with th e slogan, “ Ch il­ 
dren a re only newer people.”

The burglar is v ery much like 
an inv ited guest: he likes to 
co me in thro ugh the fro nt do o r. 
Mo stly , he likes to do it when 
y o u’re no t ho me. And he isn't 
to o co ncerned abo ut whether he 
gains entry by fo rcing a lo ck, 
ripping up so me do o r hardware, 
smashing a lo ck, breaking a 
windo w. He wants in. 
So his v iew o f y o ur ho use o r 
apartment is no thing like y o ur 
v iews. 
To get so me measure o f ho w 
he wo uld size up y o ur ho use, let 
us suppo se it is a two -sto ry 
three bedro o m Co lo nial with a 
finished sunpo rch and an at­ 
tached garage. 
The ex isting lo cks—o n a 
ho use o r apartment—rarely are 
the o nes cho sen by the current 
o ccupant. The pro bability is 
that y o u did no t decide what 
so rt o f lo cks to hav e. If it’s a 
new ho me, the architect and 
mo st likely the builder made the 
cho ice. This o ften eno ugh is true 
ev en in custo m-built ho mes. 
Certainly , it is true if y o u 
bo ught an o ld ho me. The prio r 
o wner generally hands o v er the 
key s but y o u really hav e no way 
o f kno wing if they are all that 
ex ist. 
In almo st any apartment, the 
superintendent, janito r o r man­ 
agement representativ e v ery 
pro bably has a master key fo r 
emergency access. There is no 
guarantee o r certainty that the 
prio r o ccupant o r o ccupants— 
go ing thro ugh sev eral genera­ 
tio ns o f tenants— hav e relin­ 
quished key s. 
Yo u might assume that y o ur 
best lo cks are o r sho uld be o n 
the fro nt and back do o rs. It ap­ 
pears that mo st o f the co nsider­ 
atio n custo marily has been giv ­ 
en these two do o rs. 
“ The tro uble with that is that 
I’v e go t y o u in the garage and 
the po rch,” say s an ex pert bur­ 
glar. “ Yo u might say that y o u’d 
co ncentrate o n the do o rs into 
the ho use fro m the po rch and 
the garage, but let me tell y o u 
that o nce I’m o n the po rch o r in 
the garage, I’m in like a bur­ 
glar. I mean I can wo rk with 
co ncealment.
